- REYKSAVIK, Oct. 19—(AP)—The climax of one of the 
most heroic episodes in the history of the United States Navy 
was reached today when the United States destroyer Kearny, 
battered, bloodstained but still psoudly afloat, crept into port 
escorted by the U. S. S. Greer. 

A jagged aperture in the Kearny’s starboard side testified 
to the damage done when one of three torpedoes launched 
_by a hostile submarine smashed through and exploded in the 
forward fireroom October 17 when the Kearny was.escorting 
an eastbound convoy. 

The explosion killed seven enlisted men in the fireroom 


and presumably blew overboard four more men who are at

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Hull Warns Finland 
To Halt Operations 
Against Russia 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(AP)—The United States and 
little Finland, heretofore bound together by an almost idyllic 
friendship, came close to the parting of the ways tonight as 
the State Department called on the Helsinki government to 
‘stop making offensive war on Soviet Russia. 


Sad-eyed and obviously thinking 
of other days, Secretary State 
Hull disclosed that Finland was 
being told that unless she halted 
such operations and withdrew her 
troops, she would forfeit Ameri- 
can friendship. 

Finland has carried her opera- 
tions to a point where the State 
Department believes she is in con-

Up To Roosevelt 

Competent observers at Washington have 
recently made the flat assertion that- stoppage 
of the strikes in defense industry and other 
evils which have of recent years emanated 
from organized labor, is strictly the responsi- 
bility of President Roosevelt. 

They base this belief upon a careful can- 
vass of both houses of congress, a survey which 
shows a substantial majority of both houses 
is ready to vote for restrictive labor legislation, 
provided it is constitutional and reasonable. 

Furthermore, it is stated both the big 
labor organizations, the AFL and the CIO, are 
fully aware of this congressional attitude and 
both realize that, even working harmoniously 
together, they could not bring sufficient pres- 
sure to bear on Capitol Hill to do more than 
temporarily delay such legislation. 


If labor regulation does come out of the 
present situation it is probable it will make 
illegal any strike intended either to coerce 
the government or to delay the defense pro- 
gram, and will also require regular financial 
Statements by all unions. 

The finest thing that could be done for the 
rank and file of union membership would be 
the latter requiremént, making financial state- 
ments by unions compulsory and public. It is 
because there are no financial reports required 
today, from any union organization, that rack- 
eteering by unscrupulous “labor leaders” is not 
only possible, but is widespread. When an 
official is able to dip his hands into a union 
treasury without revealing to anyone what he 
does with the money, the temptation to dis- 


honesty is great. In addition to the formerly 


honest men who may succumb to this tempta- 
tion, it is but to be expected that such condi- 
tions tempt professional crooks and racketeers, 
many of whom have wormed their way into 
official positions in more than one union. 

It is also possible congress would in- 
corporate in any such new law a provision 
modeled upon that in Britain which makes il- 
jlegal any strike which does not directly bear 
upon a dispute within the industry in which 
the strikers are engaged. Thus so-called “sym- 
pathy” strikes are outlawed. 


There can be no denying the Roosevelt 
administration has followed, consistently, a 
policy of outright appeasement in its dealings 
with organized labor. It has followed the 
theory that, by permitting wage increases and 
then trusting on the promises of labor leaders, 
there would be no strikes in defense industry. 
How fallacious this theory is has been repeat- 
edly demonstrated. Time and time again, de- 
_fense industry workers, only recently granted 
substantial wage increases, have struck on 
some utterly extraneous excuse. 

Strikes to enforce “closed shop” conditions 
are but steps in the goal all labor leaders seek: 
100 per cent unionization of all workers in 
every industry or occupation in the country. 

Once, however, they attaifi this goal or- 
ganized labor will become a super-government, 
able to dictate, if it desires, to the nation. It 
‘will take from every salary check or pay en- 
velope in the land, its tribute. No man will be 
able to work, even for a bare livelihood, with- 
out the consent of the labor bosses. America 
will be at the mercy of these bosses, a nation 
enslaved. 


And, with the constant and tremendous 
ne am a “check-off” that includes every 
man woman who works, organized labor 
will not only represent labor—it will hold in its 
hands the capital of the nation, too. It will be 
both labor and capital. 

It is time the administration changed its 
attitude on this issue. If it will not, congress 
would be more than justified in enacting 
whatever restrictive legislation is needed, to 
save the nation from the stranglehold which 
organized labor threatens. 


With tool steel high on the priorities list, 
there is really nothing for the sharpshooting 
profiteer but to sharpen up the old chisels. 


There was no complaint from the back rows

Internal Disunity 

In New Zealand the political pot has been 
boiling as in other democratic countries, despite 
two years of war. With a labor administration 
in power, it was felt, in the interest of unity, 
that the nation’s conservative opposition party, 
the nationalists, should be ‘admitted to the 
cabinet. 

Labor members disapproved of the idea, so 
two cabinets were set up as a sort of com- 
promise—one to run the war, the other to look 
after internal affairs. Two of the five places 
in the war cabinet weré given to conservatives, 
none in the cabinet for home affairs. But the 
desired unity has not been attained. On the 
contrary, the very move that was expected to 
unite the country wrought a greater division. 
While both parties agree on essential war 
policies, a full-fledged political war has broken 
out over domestic issues. 

The campaign leading up to the election, 
which was set for November 1, was one of the 
bitterest in years. Labor members accused the 
conservatives of trying to harpoon labor’s hard- 
won privileges, of wanting to put an end to 
experimentation in socialization. The con- 
servatives said labor was using the war, and 
the suffering it entailed, to push complete 
socialization of the country. The discussions 
became so embittered it was necessary for 
Prime Minister Peter Fraser to postpone the 
elections for one year “on account of the war 
situation.” 

But one need not go as far as New Zealand 
to find a similar split on internal affairs in 
the face of an enemy from without. Many 
worthy men in public life in the United States 
—governors, senators, congressmen, labor lead- 
ers, ministers, even administrative heads within 
the government itself, have shut their eyes to 
the danger. Strike after strike has been called 
against defense, and promptly condoned by 
confused politicians, who fear the loss of labor’s 
vote. Speech after speech has been made having 
the effect of disrupting the unity of the people 
at a time when the most brutal] enemy civiliza- 
tion has ever known stands within striking 
distance of these shores. 

There need be no fear of postponed elections 
in this country unless Americans will it that 
way. But the probability of no elections being 
held at all—anywhere—will become a reality, 
if Germany is permitted to win this war while 
factions harangue over the continuance of 
social privileges and advances. 

What would become of labor’s hard-won 
gains, or capital’s right to a reasonable return, 
under the iron heel of Naziism? The answer is 
written in the blood of a dozen nations for all 
to see, for all to contemplate.

An “elegant” supper had been promised, and apparently the 
caterer had done his best. There was “beef, veal, poultry, game, 
smoked meats, terrapin, oysters, salads, jellies, ices, tarts, cakes, 
fruits, nuts, coffee and chocolate.” And the table decorations in- 
cluded sugar sculpture and confections in the form of war vessels, 
forts, mounted soldiers and even a replica of the capitol. 

There were 4,000 people to feed, and the table seated only 300. 
When. the dining room doors were opened, 400 crowded in before 
the rush was checked, i 

When the chairs were occupied, the standees refused to wait. 
Somebody, too greatly tempted by the piled food, snatched a roasted 
fowl. Another seized a leg of mutton. Then everybody began to 
grab with both hands. Gentlemen held their loot above their heads 
as they carried it back to their ladies. Glasses and dishes were 
knocked over and trampled under foot; grease splattered velvet and 
broadcloth; fragments of meat fell on the powdered coiffures of the 
ladies who were seated. 

This behavior wasn’t unusual. At White House receptions, peo- 
ple stampeded through the doors the instant they were opened. 
Helpless in the suffocating jam, women fainted and were passed 
from hand to hand over the heads of the crowd. Feet were crushed: 
women screamed; clothing was torn; men cursed and used their 
elbows to conquer living space. 

When the gala affair ended, souvenir hunters had cut flowers 
from the lace curtains, yard-square sections from the draperies and 
even the cover from upholstered furniture.

MUST GO 


The World Today 


The forces of totalitarianism and dicta- 
torship are on the march. Democracy, 
liberty, freedom, decency, honor, and human 
rights are trampled in the dust by power- 
crazy madmen, with a ruthlessness never 
before equaled in the history of mankind. 
We Americans, watthing the horrors of 
contemporary history pass: in review. are 
determined to do whatever is necessary to 
curb these brutal tyrants and their doctrines 
of dictatorship and hate, so that the Ameri- 
can way of life may be preserved and our 
children may forever remain free. 


Georgia Today 


We have witnessed dictatorship entrench- 
ing itself in our own state government, and 
gradually undermining its foundation. We 
have seen: (1) the Hitler pattern taking 
definite shape in our state government; (2) 
ruthless and reckless abuse of power by the 
governor; (3) our time-honored democratic 
state institutions, ideals, traditions, and

it properly belongs; (6) remove from the 
governor the right to throw out of the 
offices to which they were elected by the 
people, the Comptroller General and the 
State Treasurer; (7) take from the governor 
the right to appoint the State Auditor and 
provide for his election by the General 
Assembly; (8). take from the governor the 
power to strike names of state employees 
from the budget; (9) take away from the 
governor and his A a the right to act 
as a budget commissiom and create a com- 
mission consisting of the governor as di- 
rector, the president of the Senate, and the 
speaker of the House, with the state auditor 
as financial adviser and attorney general as 
legal adviser; (10) remove from the gov- 
ernor the power to sabotage our State Pa- 
trol, Wild Life Department, and other 
departments of state government,

(3) Give capital, labor, and industry a fair 
deal, but protect always the rights of the 
people of Georgia as a whole. (4) Deal 
with county and local governments fairly 
and with an understanding of their prob- 
lems. (5) Make certain that the state gets 
full value for every dollar expended and 
that no new burdens shall] be put on the 
people—no new taxes, no additional taxes, 
no increased taxes, (6) Use fees collected 
by state examining and professional boards 
for the specific purposes for which these 
fees are paid. (7) Get a Wild Life Commis- 
sion composed of farmers, hunters, an 
fishermen who are genuinely interested in 
the preservation of game and fish and the 
development of our natural resources. Ob- 
tain for Georgia the Federal funds available 
but not now being secured. (8) See that 
Georgia obtains her rightful share of Fed- 
eral funds and benefits, defense projects, 
and Federal aid. Only through cooperation 
with the government can these proper bene- 
fits come to Georgia. (9) Pay our old age 
pensioners to the limit of our financial 
ability. Place qualified applicants upon the 
pension rolls. Bring about larger Federal 
grants. (10) Improve the condition of our 
dependent children and public health, and 
aid our eleemosynary institutions, the deaf 
and the blind. (11) Extend every reasonable 
assistance and cooperative effort to the 
farmer and his problems. (12) Render 
service to the veterans and small business- 
men. (13) Extend educational facilities te 
every boy and every girl, establish for the 
schools of Georgia a sound fiscal policy, 
and preserve separate schools for the white 
and negro races.

| Austrian frontier. This took place 
with the tacit approval of the 
| British’ and French governments, 
| who were following Mr... Lind- 
_bergh' s advice. 

Up until this time there was no 
‘Siegfried “ne. The Siegfried line 
was built with . prodigious effort 
''n the summer of 1938. All that 
'summer, while the line was b@ing 
built, negotiations were going on 
| between the British and German 
|governments t accomplish ex- 


vactly what Lindbergh was advis- 
‘ing: Give Germany a free hand in | 
the east. 

| These negotiations ended in 
September, 1938, with the Munich 
pact. Hitler, having meanwhile 
'built the Siegfried line, accom- 
plished by the Munich pact his 
greatest victory in the whole war: 
ithe breaking of the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance and the assurance of 
'a one-front war. 

All — according to Lindbergh 
‘himself—in conformity with his 
advice. His advice also included 
‘the information that Russia would 
be no good as an ally, and had no 
air force worthy of consideration. 
The last four months and Hitler’s 
last speech reveal this as profound 
misinformation. 

But now, let us see what hap- 
pened. Chamberlain, hastening 
back from Munich with Peace for 
Our Times in his pocket, took 
Lindbergh’s other advice: “To 
prepare m litarily with the great- 
est rapidity.” 

Hit British Rearmament. 

And it was here that Hitler re-| 
vealed that his pact had strings 
to it even in the west. He strongly 
objected to Britain’s rearmament 
as a proof of bad faith. He began 
making publicly the most virulent 
attacks on Britain. And he fol- 
lowed Munich with an ultimatum 
to, Poland. 

Everything was proceeding ac- 
cording to Lindbergh’s advice. 
Hitler had embarked on a war 
against Russia—the war Lind- 
bergh had advised the western) 
powers to allow, 

But now there was a revolt from | 
the people of Britain. For the peo- | 
ple of Britain had not been sold 
Hitler’s (and Lindbergh’s) war. 
They had been sold peace. Hitler 
was to be allowed to unite his 
Germans and there was to be no 
war at all.
